Greater and

safety to be had in travel on steam and elec­ 
tric railroads. 
There has been very grati­ 
fying advancement, in the last few years, in 
safety appliances which really are compar­ 
ed with a few years ago. 
The number of 
fatalities meritorious. 
The number of rail 
collisions is 
small 
now, 
in 
railroading 
steadily grow’S less. 
An important advance in railroad safety 
seems to have been made by the Rock Is­ 
land railroad. 
This big system has install­ 
ed on its lines, from Chicago to Rock Island, 
a new safety device which will stop auto­ 
matically a speeding train against which a 
block has been set, even though the engi­ 
neer may not be in the cab. 
Railroad ex­ 
perts claim that this Regan device makes 
the operation of trains IOO per cent safe 
from collisions. 
Progress toward safety in transportation 
is an evolution to be welcomed. 
Railroad­ 
ing, once quite 
hazardous 
both for em­ 
ployes and for those who travel by rail, has 
been 
rendered so safe that loss of life is 
much smaller than formerly, even though 
the number of persons employed in rail­ 
roading and the number of passengers car­ 
ried show' enormous increase.

Translated 
Into Everyday American

“Three days ago, just at this time 
of day, I was praying in my house 
about three o’clock, when a man in 
dazzling clothing stood before me, 
and said, ‘Cornelius, your prayer has 
been heard, and your charities have 
been recalled to mind by God. 
So 
send to Joppa and invite Simon who 
is called Peter to come here. He is 
staying at the house of a tanner nam­ 
ed Simon, close by the sea.’ 
So I 
sent for you immediately, and you 
have very kindly come. Now we are 
all here in God’s presence, to hear 
everything that the Lord has instruct­ 
ed you to say.” 
Then Peter began and said, 
“Now I really understand that God 
shows no partiality, hut welcomes the 
man of any nation who reveres him 
and does what is right. He has sent 
his message to Israel’s descendants, 
and made the good news of peace 
known to them through Jesus Christ. 
He is Lord of us all. You know' the 
story that has gone all over Judea, 
starting from Galilee after the bap­ 
tism that John 
proclaimed, 
about 
Jesus of Nazareth and how God en­ 
dowed him with the power of the 
holy Spirit, and he went about doing 
good and curing all who were in the 
power of the evil, because God was 
with him. We are witnesses of every­ 
thing that he did in the country of 
the Jew* and in Jerusalem. Yet they 
put him upon a cross and killed him. 
But God raised nim to life on the 
third day and caiisod him to be plain­ 
ly seen, not by all the people, but by 
witnesses whom God had designated 
beforehand, that is, by us, who ate 
and drank with him after he had 
risen from the dead. He also direct­ 
ed us to announce to the people and 
bear solemn test’mony that he is the 
one whom God has appointed to be 
the judge of the living and the dead. 
It is of him that all 
the 
prophets 
bear witness that everyone that be­ 
lieves in him will have his sins for­ 
given in his name.” 
Before Peter had finished saying 
these words, the holy Spirit fell on 
all who were listening to his message 
The Jewish believers who had come 
with Peter were amazed because the 
gift of the holy Spirit had been show­ 
ered upon the heathen too, for they 
heard them speaking in foreign lan­ 
guages and declaring the greatness of 
God. 
Then Peter said, 
“Can anyone refuse the use of 
water to baptize these people when 
they have received the holy Spirit 
just as we did?” 
And he directed that they should 
be baptized in the name of Jesus 
Christ. Then they asked him to stay 
on there a few days. 
The apostles and brother# all over 
Judea heard that the heathen had 
also accepted God’s message, and 
when Peter returned to Jerusalem, 
the advocates of circumcision took 
him to task, charging him with hav­ 
ing visited and eaten with men who 
were not Jews. Then Peter explain­ 
ed the matter to them from beginn­ 
ing to end. He said,

Something like a great 
sheet came down out of the sky, 
lowered by

corners. 
It 
came right down to me, and when I 
looked at it, I saw in it quadrupeds, 
wild animals, reptiles, and wild birds. 
up, Peter! Kill something and eat 
And I heard a voice say to me, “Get 
it!” But I said 
Never, 
sir! 
For 
nothing that wqs not ceremonially 
cleansed has ever passed my lips.” 
Then the voice from heaven answer­ 
ed again, “Do not call what God has 
cleansed unclean!” 
This happened 
three times; then it was all drawn 
back again into the sky. Just at that 


moment three men, who had been 
sent from Caesarea to find me, reach­ 
ed the house where we were staying 
and the Spirit told me not to hesi­ 
tate to go with them. 
These eix 
brothers here also went with me, and 
we went to the man s house. 
Then 
he told us how’ he had seen the angel 
stand in his house and say, “Send to 
Joppa for a man named Simon who 
is also called Peter, and he will tell 
you things that will save ypu and 
your whole household.” When I be­ 
gan to speak to them, the holy Spirit 
fell upon them just as it did upon 
us at the beginning, and I remem­ 
bered the saying of the Lord. “John 
baptized in water, but you will be 
baptized in the holy Spirit.” 
So if 
God had given them the same gift 
that w’e received when we believed 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, who was 
I, to be able to interfere with God?” 
When they heard this, they made 
no further objection, but they gave 
honor to God, and said, 
“Then God has 
given even 
the 
heathen repentance and hope of life!* 
The fugitives from the persecu­ 
tion 
that 
had 
broken 
out 
over 
Stephen went all the way to Phoeni­ 
cia, Cyprus, and Antioch, but they 
told the message to none but Jews. 
There were some men from Cyprus 
and Cyrene among them, however, 
who when they reached Antioch 
spoke to the Greeks also, and told 
them the good news about the Lord 
Jesus. 
The Lord’s hand was with 
them, and there were a great many 
who believed and turned to the Lord. 
The news about them came to the 
ears of the church in Jerusalem, and 
they sent Barnabas all the way to 
Antioch. When he reached there and 
saw the favor God had shown them, 
he was delighted, and encouraged 
them all to be resolute and stead­ 
fast in their devotion to the Lord, for 
he was an excellent man, full of the 
holy Spirit and faith. So a consider­ 
able number of people came over 
to the Lord. 
Then Barnabas went 
over to Tarusus to seek out Saul, 
and found him and brought him to 
Antioch. The result was that for a 
whole year they met with the church, 
and taught large numbers of people, 
and it was at Antioch that the dis­ 
ciples first came to be known as 
Christians. 
About that time some prophets 
from Jerusalem came down to An­ 
tioch, and one of them named Aga­ 
mis got up and under the influence 
of the Spirit revealed the fact that 
there was going to be a great famine 
all over the world. 
This w’as the 
famine that occurred in the region 
of Claudius. 
The 
disciples 
deter­ 
mined to make up a contribution, 
each according to his ability, and 
send it to the brothers w’ho lived in 
Judea, and this they did, send it to 
the elders by Barnabas and Saul. 
About that time King Herod laid 
violent hands upon some who be­ 
longed to the church. He had John’s 
brother, James, beheaded, and when 
he saw that this gratified the Jews, 
he proceeded to arrest Peter too, at 
the time of the festival of unleaven­ 
ed Bread. He had him seized and put 
in jail, with four squads of soldiers 
to guard him, meaning after 
th© 
Passover to bring him out before 
the people. 
So Petar was kept in 
tho jail, but the church was pray­ 
ing earnestly to God for him. 
The 
night before Herod was going to 
bring him out, Peter was asleep be­ 
tween two soldiers, and 
fastened 
with two chains, and watchmen were 
at the door, guarding the Jail, when 
an angel of the Lord stood at his 
side, and a light shone In the room, 
and striking Peter on the side, I** 
woke him, and said to him,
